London, Sept. 25.— Official dispatches 
from Madagascar have boen received in 
Parle, aooordlog to whioh tho French an- 
vanco guard crossed the Ambehimena moun- 
tains and mob and defeatod tho whole of tho 
foroea of the Hovas with thirty cannon. 
Tho attack upon tho Hovaa was a com- 
ploto surprise. The Fronoh Buffered no 
loaaoa. The troopa, who are moat onthusiaB- 
tie over their victory, havo arrivod at 
Anteby, which ia only forty milea from 
Antanjp irivo, tho capital of Madagascar. 

Delegates of the Fronch and Russian 
banks havo gone to Shanghai on buaiuoaa 
connected with the acheme for tho eetabliah- 
mont at that pluoo of u Rusao-ChineBO bank. 
Tho capital oi the projected bank will be 
$4,000,000 Tho reports whioh have been 
pufcliahed of aFranoo-RuBsian loan for China 
aro without foundation. 

Tho column of Lieut. Col, Romero, con- 
sisting of infantry, cavalry and artillery on- 
gagod tho band of Suarozj numbering COO 
men at Loma Cruz in tho prcvinca of Santa 
Clara, Tho artillery is suid to have done 
good execution. The official reports says 
that the Cubans lost two killed and 
seventeen wounded. 

Sonor Alfonzk Ponna has boen appointed 
prea'djnt of the bank of tho Republic of 
Brazil. 

Tho Peruvian chamber of deputies haa ap- 
proved a project) that forolgn inauraDco com- 
panies must within six months register tho 
amount of their capital whioh is devoted to 
Peru, but the minimum must be 1,000,000 
sole, of whioh 30 por cent, musb be invested 
in property or Bhares. The government is 
to appolntan inspeotor of policies. Spaniah 
diaputos are subjoot to tho Peruvian courts. 

A Bpocial mooting of the Royal Viotoria 
Yucht Club cms been called for Saturday 
next, at whioh tho form of tho challenge for 
the America's cup by Mr. Charles D. Rose 
will bo considered. The challenge will 
probably bo diapatchod to New York by the 
Btoamor Balling on Thursday, October 3. 

Tho threshings of Russian winter wheat 
show that tho yield this season will bo above 
the average in Central Russia and in tho 
black soil distriot of tho Cauoueus, and below 
the average In tho northern, southern and 
southwest parts of Russia and in the Volga 
governments. In othor parts of the empire 
an average yield of winter wheat is expect- 
ed. Summer wheat has yielded above an 
average crop In tho southwestern, north- 
western, eastern and central governments 
and the Caucasus, and below an average in 
the black soil BteppaB distriots and in the 
southern and Volga governments. 

THEODORE DURRANT. 

Openlrftf of the Case for the Defence— Signi- 
ficant Allusion by Counsel to 
Rev. Mr. Gibson. 

San Francisco, Sept. 25.— The defence 
began its oaso to-day, Eugene Deuprey mak- 
ing tho opening statement. His intimation 
that the murder waB committed not by Dur- 
ranb, but by Rev. John George Gibson, 
pastor of Emanuol church, made in a signi- 
ficant allusion to the resemblance of the 
preacher's handwriting with tho letter- 
ing on tho papor enclosing Blanche 
Lament's rings, creatod a marked 
sensation. Tho address of Mr. Deuprey 
began with definitions of tho duties of jurors 
in capital oases. Ho attacked the news- 
papers for the articles written and published 
concorning Durrant, and warned tho jury 
against improper deductions from circum- 
stantial ovidence. Mr. Deuprey then said : 
" Tho district attornoy has produced a 
strong oaso of clrcumatantial evi- 
dence, which ub drub would create 
atrong auppicion of tho guilt of the 
defendant. We claim that boyond strong 
Buspiclon tho proseoution haa failed to go, 
and oontond thiit with all the testimony in- 
troduced, tho only iaauoa to ba passod on 
havo not bson answered. Where did Blanche 
Lamont forfoib her life 't Whon did aho meot 
hpr death? Who cauBod hor doath? 
Thoao questions have not boon answered. 
A fourth question io tho oauso of death. A 
fifth haa nob and cannot bo unswored, What 
wan the motivo of the accused to bake the 
life of Blanche Lamont 1 You are entitled 
and shall know whore Durrant waB and 
what he did on April 3 from tho timo he 
aroBO in tho morning until ho went to 
bod at night. Tho district attorney pro- 
mised that Durrant was nob whoro ho 
should have been on the afternoon of April 
3, namely, at tho lecturo room at the 
Coopor medioal collego. Whero is that 
promised procf ? No allusion to ib has boon 
made. Wo inaiab thab tho proper proof ia 
wanting to connecb tho defendant with tho 
murder. Wo will show that othor mon had 
aocoaa to Emanuol ohuroh.

Lake. 

Claims Staked for a Montrealer— 
Movements of Victoria, Capital- 
ists— Coleman Creek. 



Alberni, Sept. 24, via Wellington, 
Sept. 25.— (Special) — A thirty foot lodgo of 
free milling ore has boon struck on Sproab 
Lake, fivo miles from town, and minors are 
engaged in running a drift. 

Tho excitement respecting Coleman Creek 
continues ; tho McAllister Co. havo sunk 
four feob in tho ledge, and found free gold, 
A party of Victorians havo gone to Coloman 
Crock to examine the conglomerate. 

A tolegram from a Montreal capitalist to- 
night, requoata that claims bo staked for tho 
sender. 

Mr. Mallundaino etartod to walk ovet- tho 
road for Nanaimo yesterday. Two miles 
from town ho onoountered a huge black 
bear and killed him. Soon aftor two doer 
crossed the road, and he killed them also. 
The meat was packed into town, and roast 
boar and vouiaon Bteaks havo ainco been 
added to tho menu of tho hotels.

THE KUCHENG HORROR. 

Statement of a Survivor— The Vege' 
tarlans and Their Obligations 
—Their Objects. 



Allowed to Mature and Carry Out 
Their Plans Despite Repeated 
Official Warnings. 



Vancouver, Sepb. 25.— (Special)— Mabel 
C. Hartford, a survivor of the Kucheng hor- 
ror, arrived yesterday by the sbeamer Em- 
preaa of India and left for the Eaab by to- 
day's express, Miss Hartford is connected 
with the Methodist Episcopal miesion. She 
first oorreotod the erroneoua impression that 
the maaaacre book place at Kuchong, it be- 
ing really at a village oalled Wha-eang, 
twelve miles distant, and nob notr Foo 
Chow, bub 100 miles from it. An accurate 
list of the victims given by her differs some- 
what from the published list;. Tho Chinese 
killed all who belonged to the Church of 
England mission. Miss Hartford's graphio 
description of the massacre is more realistic 
than any yoc publishod. The murdorors, in 
apite of roporta to tho contrary, wore a band 
eworn to eat no meat, and were known as 

Vegetarians, " tholr oath beinc to kill all 
foroignors end mandarins Mias Hartford, 
who iB considerably out of houlth, became bo 
painfully depressed over tho deBCription of 
the butchery that the conversation wa8 
turned to roliovo bhe strain. Mias Hartford 
desoribod tho Vegetarians as a pooplo who 
wero disliked and fearod by the better olaes 
of Chinamen aa well aa whites. 

The blamo of the massaoro sho allegeB 
lies with tho inefficient magistrate at Ku- 
ohong and tho absolute indifferonco of tho 
viceroy at Foo Chow. Tho Vegotariana re- 
cruit from the lowest ranks, and one of their 
oaths la to kill if nooeBaary their own father 
for tho good of tho order. L ist summer 
thoy commenced to lay their plana for tho 
alaughtor, and MiBa Hartford aont word to 
the American conaul ab Foo Chow. Tho 
Foo Chow vicoToy adviaed tho Ku-ohcng 
magistrate, who raised 500 soldiers to 
ostensibly protect tho Europoana, bub really 
for chow. The Vogetarians wore not cheoked 
in tho least, and wero novor punished for 
their offences. They wero allowed 
to mature their plans withoub in- 
torruptlon. In March tho Vegetar- 
ians threatened to march agalnab 
bhe city, bub the authorities begged them 
nob to dp so and thoy desisted, but only to 
moro thoroughly maturo thoir plans. Whon 
tho war coaaod a now maglstrato was sent 
to Ku-chong who was ovon moro oaroleBS 
than tho othor ono, and tho bloodthirsty 
Vegetarians wore soon In control of thooity. 
Mias Hartford ia a nativo of Dover, N.H. 
She first goes to Minneapolis to visit frionde. 
Sho was knocked down by a man spocially 
ohoaon bo kill her, and wub being beaten to 
doath when rescued by ChlneBe servants. 

The Hongkong Telegraph of August 20 
publlshoB the following telegram : 

"Fooohow, Aug. 29. — Brief telegraphic 
information has just reaohed hore to tho 
effect that the persecution of native Chris- 
tians is ia full swing at Klngwha, aboub 70 
miles from Foo Chow, and that the unfortu- 
nate oonvortB are bolng subjected to moat 
atrooious treatment."

Ho was taken out promptly, 
but died shortly afterwardB. 

WESTMINSTER.

Tho opposition [agalnBl the bridge seems 
to be growing, owiDg to a b:lief in the 
declaration that, when completed, it will 
divert trade to Vancouver. 

Forb Rupert Johunie, who ia serving a 
four months' sentence for larceny, oaoapod 
from the chaingang yesterday while em- 
ployed making improvements at Queen's 
park. He was not recaptured. 

Fire started in tho residence of Dr. Wo 
Yuen, Chinatown, last night, and before ' it 
could be stopped had done JSOO worth of 
damage besides burning the building. The 
fire waa atarted by careless cigarette omok 
ing in hod. One of the firemen sustained 
severe injuries by an axe glancing off a build 
tag which waa being demoliahod and strik 
ing him in the foot. 

Word has been received here that the 
Ghilcotin country is being rapidly opened 
up by ranohers. Sevoral largo herds of 
cattle are doing well. Grass ia abundant in 
winter and no fodder ia required for cattle 
or toams ovor a distance of 300 miles in 
length.

Mr. Mitchell, who also has 
charge of tho Slocan Star mill, la to erect 
the apparatus as a private speculation. The 
mill will bo erected in the Great Woatern 
slide instead of at the mine. In thie way a 
much finer head of water is obtainable at all 
times of the year and will give the Surprise, 
Aocoine, Ruby, Silver and Payne mines 
access to the' concentrator. 

Tho ereotion of the Star's 100 ton mill ia 
going ahead rapidly.

NELSON.

The R. E. Lee shipped aomothing over a 
carload last wook. 

The misunderstanding botweon the co 
ownors of tho Noblo Five minoa haa been 
aottlod without an appeal to tho courts. 

A report oomea from Donald, East Koo 
tonay, that a find of froo milling gold ore 
has been mads on Porcupino oreok, about 20 
miloa south of that plaoo. 

In tho Ruby Silvor basin work has been 
commenced on tho Surprise and Antoino. 
On tho former AI. Boobo ia at work with 10 
men sinking a wioze and drifting on tho 
ledgo. Thoro is a large body of ore and tho 
mino is oxpootod to make regular shipments 
during tho wintor. 

George W. Hughes haa a email forco em- 
ployed on tho Mountain Chief mine. He 
will ahip two carloada of high grado oro this 
month by way of the Nakusp & Slocan rail- 
way to the Omaha amolter. 

John Ml Harris haB twenty men at work 
on tho Reco getting th'.ngs in shapo for the 
wintor'a work. Tho property haa every 
appoarunco of a mine. There are moro 
than 500 fost of work on the property, 

Moaara. Millor and Uutlor have twelve 
men at work on tho Deadman opening up 
tho property. Sinoo July they have taken 
out about 270 tons of ore. They aro running 
a Booond tunnel about 80 foot lower than tho 
uppor ono. 

Tunnel No. 3 is to be started on tho War 
Eaglo mino at Roaaland. Its length will 
be about 1,000 foot and will open the mino 
to a depth of at leaBt 500 foet. 

Hall Crook gold dust in considerable quan- 
tities ia off jring at NelBoa. It brings $16 50 
an ouuoe at the banks. 

In tho Best basin considerable work will 
ho done this wintor. On tho Best mino, 
Goorgo W. Hughea has a couplo of men at 
work upon tho third lodge, orosa-outting for 
tho hanging wall. Thore are oight different 
ledges oxpoBod upon tho BoBt, all of which 
rnn Into the Rambler or Tiger proportioa 
which adjoin.

Tho eecond day out 
Rithborno located a small aeam of galena, 
which ho is now following. 

The owners of the Noble Five group ex- 
poet to ship at least 1,000 tons this winter. 
A shipment of three oars was rocontly made 
to Pilot B»y, and thoro aro two oars moro 
ready for shipment. Thoy aro at proaenb 
running a new tunnel and will connect them 
all, greatly facilitating work. There is con- 
siderably moro than 2,500 feet of tunneling 
upon this group, tho hulk of which haa boon 
done upon the Bonanz* King and World's 
Fair. 

Tho arrival of Paul Johnson at Nelson on 
Tuesday aauaod quite a stir atnoDg tho men 
employed by tho Hall Minos, Limited. 
Those working on the ore-bins were imme- 
diately laid off', and for twenty-four hours it 
looked as if thoro would bo no smelter built. 
At the end of twenty. four hours, however, 
men wero put to work uloarlrg off tho atrip 
of land on top of tho bluff, surveyors wero 
running now linos, and the forco at work on 
the railway spur was increased. Part of 
tho Btnelter plant ia now at tho Columbia & 
Kontonay depot in Nelson add some of it is 
at Robaon. Tho buildings will be of lum 
bor. 

(From tho Minor.) 

Lota at Trail are Boiling frooly at from 
$200 up. A now hotel is nearly finished and 
a hardwaro storo ia to bo put up. Other 
buildings are waiting for lumber. 

Shipments of ore will bo made from 
Springer creek thlB winter and sovoral claim 
ownors will comnienoe building trails. 

J. B. McArthur, John R. Cook and Tait 
have made tho final payment of $4,500 on 
tho consolidated St. Elmo. 

The Trail smelter building is going to bo 
rushed. Since tho new machinery was put 
in at tho mino the output haB been about 
100 tons a day. 

KASLO. 

(From tho Claim.) 

Tho first ahipment of ore ovor tho Kaslo 
& Slooan was made on tho 18lh inst. from 
tho TexuB group, in which A. T. Garland 
owns the controlling interest. The claims 
are situated between Spring oreok and Jack- 
Bon croek, abouo throe milea from 15 Mile 
house. The ahipment oonaiata of 182 saoks 
from the Texas and eighteen saoks from the 
Mountain Goat, about one-third being 
galena and two-thirds carbon*tea. Indi 
vidual asaays running ae high aa 334 ounces 
silver per ton have boon obtained from 
the TexaB, and 1,498 ounces from the 
Mountain Goat. At present there is a 
showing of about five feet of galena in sight 
on the Texas. The ore will probably go to 
the Pilot Bay Bmelter for treatment. 

Hon. Mr. Wallace, Controller of Cub 
toms, has been hore looking after the needs 
of his department, and being in this country 
for the first time, waa kopt extremely buay 
getting acquainted. He waB greatly inter' 
eated in the Dunoan and Lardeau country, 
and during Sunday afternoon received a 
delegation of prominent claim ownors of 
those regions. All information bearing upon 
the opening of the river they wore partiou 
larly interested in, and have all promised to 
aupporb and work for the moaaure should 
Agenb Gamble's report be favorable. 

At the Bluo Boll mine, twelve milea be 
low this city, thore has for some time been 
complaint about tho boarding house. Early 
thia week a potition asking for a chango 
headed with tho namca of Prof. J. J. Libby 
and Pat Murny, was forwarded to Manager 
Hendryx, who went to the mine and im- 
mediately discharged Prof. Libby, whero 
upon there was a general walkout with the 
result that tho entire orew, with the excep- 
tion of half a dozin married men who have 
homes of their own, ware discharged. What 
Is tho plan of tho company aa rogarda the 
resumption of work cannot be loarned atthis 
time. Some say the mine will remain oloaod 
as the company's smelter at Pilot Bay is al- 
ready taxed to ita full oapaoity in treating 
outside ores, while others claim that a new 
foroo will be put on at onoo.

Arrival ol a Fleet of Sealera Makes 
Great Activity Along the 
Waterfront. 



High Line Catches Nothing to Boast 
Of— Tea Ships Arrive - 
Passengers Outward. 

The water front yesterday fairly swarmed 
with home coming sealers and their friends, 
a fleet of half a dozsn vessels having arrived 
in port within a f<jw hours. Big catches are 
not reported by any of the late arrivale, and 
the story of the cruise of each is very 
similar. To the schooner Umbrina, Captain 
Campbell, tho honor belongs of having the 
largest Copper Island catch reported thus 
far, she having secured GOO skins. Her total 
catoh is 1,749 skins, a season's work which, 
while not exceptionally large, is good for 
this yoar. Her run home was made in IS 
days. The Viva (Capt. Pike), roports her 
catch for tho season us 1,050 skins, or .'iSu 
for the Copper island cruieo. She was the 
first of yesterday's (hot to arrlvo, having 
gome from tho Islands in 13 days. The 
Geneva's luck on the Copper island and Jap 
an coast is represented by 1,607 skins, of 
which 470 were takon off tho Russian coast 
She reached tho Capo in 15 days from the 
Copper islar tl ooaBt. A few days out from 
Victoria she passed tho City of San Diego, 
whioh will probably have urrivod by this 
morning In addition to her own cutch the 
Geneva, Capt. O'Loary, bringB SSI skins ba- 
longing lo tho lost schooner Uremia. 
The c;Uch of the Carlotta G. Coi 
(Capt. Harris), amounts to 1,557 skins. 
She was tho only arrival from Behring soa. 
On his way homo Captain Harris spoko the 
Katherine off Omamlck pass with a Behring 
sea catch of 700 skins. The Katherine 
spoke the Triumph and Sapphiro on Septem- 
ber 3, tho formor with 1,000 secured in the 
Sea and tho lattor only 200 lees. TheCasco, 
Captain Ls Bluno, and Mary Taylor, Captain 
Lavender, wero the others of the fleet to 
arrive. Tho former came home without her 
mate, Arthur PonniU, tho circumstances of 
whose drowning overboard have already 
boen narrated. During her cruise tho 
schooner hunted on tho Japan and Copper 
island coasts. The Mary Taylor, which 
came direct from Copper island coast, 
brought a catch of 800 skins.

Perhaps of the most endless variety 
of jewelry that has been produced as an 
example of the artistic power • of tho 
nations of the world since "ring-money" 
as ornaments of personal adornment, 
as well as a medium of exchange, was 
first employed by the ancient Egyptians 
nothing in this line bus been executed 
with more exquisite workmanship, or 
greater historical association than the 
relic souvenir ornaments of the famous 
old Beaver now appearing for the first 
time. These consist of a small medal or 
coin about tho size of an American 
nickel, made of copper or more properly 
.speaking bronze, of this pioneer steam- 
ship. The medal carries in bold relief 
on its obverse a splendid illustration of 
the stranded steamer, as she appeared on 
tho rocks at tho entrance to our harbor, 
with the words "Built 1835" undtr- 
neatll, while around the periphery is 
embossed the following : " Wreck of 
the H. B. Co's. SS. Beaver, Vancouver, 
B.C., 1892." The reverse side also bears 
a suitable inscription. A very uniquo 
brooch is then formed by simply solder- 
ing two of those coins together, showing 
the obverse and reverse, with a pin across 
tho back. Others have a link and bar 
attached, thus making a serviceable pair 
of sleeve links, while others again are 
supplied with a lever fastener to be used 
as cull' buttons. Anothor very handsome 
ornament is a locket, composed of two of 
tho coins having their interior bored out 
and being joined together by a binge. 

In order to prevent tho copper in these 
medals becoming oxydized, it has been 
found necessary to gold plate thoso to bo 
used as jewelry. Tho Beaver was the 
first stoamer designed and constructed 
to cross i ho Atlantic to America, the first 
to round Cape Morn, as well as the pio 
neor of the Pacific, and wo heartily agree 
with the "Scientific American," which 
in concluding an article descriptive of 
the Beaver, comments on these •nedais 
thus: " Built and equipped at a period 
when steam navigation was in its infancy, 
it is scarcely a wonder that there should 
be a call for these souvenirs of tho first 
steam vessel to plow the broad Pacific." 

She was built in England for tho Hud- 
son's Bay Company, by Greens, Ning- 
rams & Groens, Blackwall on the 
Thames, and had dimensions as follows : 
Length. 101 1-3 foot ; breadth inaido of 
paddlo boxes 20, outside 33 feet ; dopth, 
11A feet ; her register being 109 1-8 tons 
burden. Her equipment consisted of two 
of tho old style sido-levor engines of 35 
horse-power each, constructed at a cost 
of ' £4,600 sterling by the celebrated firm 
of Boulton & Watt. Under command of 
Captain David Homo, she left England, 
accompanied by the barque Columbia aa a 
convoy, on August 29th, 1835, proceeded 
by way of Capo Horn, put into Juan Fer- 
nandez on December 17th, and arrived 
safely at Astoria on April 4th, 1830. 

Many readers will remember that at 
the time the Beaver was wrecked, about 
1,100 pounds of copper and brass relics 
of the steamer were secured by C. W. 
McCain of this city, who shortly after- 
wards issued a large souvonir medal of 
the vessel. Owing, however, to difficulty 
experienced in getting them out, as well 
as other causes, it .seems tho scheme was 
then temporarily abandoned. But by 
having a heavy steel Bcrew press con- 
structed and securing the services of an 
expert die-sinker in England to engrave 
the dies, these momoiitoen aro now being 
turned out in a high etalo of perfection, 
aa described above. They have been 
patented, registered and copyrighted ; be- 
sides each medal carries a separate num- 
ber as a protection against counterfeiting. 

Tt may also interest readers to know 
that Mr. McCain has recently published 
an illustrated history of tho Beave^ of 
100 pHg.->s bound in cloth, which not only 
contains a graphic and faithful account of 
the long and useful career of this steamer 
on the waters of tho North Pacific, but 
also gives some important information 
relativo to the Hudson's Bay Company 
and the early sottlement of the country. 
The book throughout contains much in- 
teresting and valuable history, and shows 
tho result of patient research, and is 
written in that plain eaBy stylo which 
always finds readers. Mr. McCain has 
lately severed his connection with tho 
firm of McCain & Menzios — ono of tho 
oldest firms of building contractors in this 
city— in order to personally introduco 
this quaint Imcoric jewelry.

A LOYAL BRITISH SUBJECT. 

There are many in Cunada who queation 
tho loyalty of our Freuoh Canadian fellow 
»ubjeots. Thoy declare that tho French 
hove never been reoonolled to British dom 
InatioD. What grounds they have for this 
assertion it is difficult to conjecture, for th 
Freuoh Canadians, both in old Canada and 
Jn tho Maritime Provinces, have been loyal 
citizens, co operating with their feliow sub 
jeeta of British extraction in performing the 
public dutiea of self-governing colonists 
heartily and even enthuaiaatlcally. They 
4o all appearance admire British institu- 
tions as sincerely, and take advantage of the 
opportunities thoy afford for advancing 
publio interests and gratifying laudable 
private ambition aa readily, as their fellow- 
aountrymen of other nationalities. There 
is, in fact, no reason to believe that the 
Fronch Canadian Bootion of tho population 
of Canada is not composed of men who are, 
both by conviction and by inclination, as 
Jtood subjects of Queen Victoria as tbore are 
U> bo found in this Dominion. And if we 
»re to believe what representative French 
Canadians say we must oonoludo that they 
uro as a people well satisfied with tho 
government under whioh thoy live. Sir 
(raorga E, Caitier more than once 
declared his admiration of British 
■ titations and his uesire to be identified 
u ith bis oouDtrymen whose mothor-tongue 
• was EugliBh. He described himsolf, if we 
do not mistake, aa an Englishman who 
■poke French. Mr. Liurlor deolares hlm- 
»elf to be a loyal subject of Queen Victoria, 
and no one doubts his sinoerity. Wo find 
in a late number of the Montreal Star an 
ntteranoe of a Frenoh-Canadlan who is not 
looked upon in Montreal as in tho slightest 
degree Anglicised, in which he shows that 
ha highly appreciates the advantages of 
beuag a British subject. This is what Alder 
man Beausoleil, M.P., said at a banquet 
given to Capt. Wilson and tho officorB of H, 
M. S. Canada a week or so ago : 

It was said ab the tlmo of Homo's pro 
eminenco in tho world that Roman citizen 
ship was a passport to all parts of the world. 
A man had bub to say that ha was a Roman 
citizan for the Bhaoklos to fall and for him to 
bo treated with consideration and reapoot. 
Jn tho clnoteenth century a man haB bub to 
be a British Bubjoct to command consider- 
ation in every corner of tho world, and ho 
■knew that wherever he went, in whatovor 
parti of tho globe his oommorcial instincts or 
personal inolinationB led him, ho commanded 
the protection of tho most powerful navy in 
tho world. Further than this Fronch Can- 
adianB' recognlzo as tho British cradlo of 
the liberty, tho laws and the rooponsible 
govornmont thoy onjoyod. Underlying all 
of this loyalty to British connection on ac- 
count of au appreciation of tho advantagoB 
It confers, is a loving attachment on the 
part of hor French-speaking subjects to the 
perBCn of tho Quoon, the most noblo mon- 
arch who evor tittod a throne, a Quoon they 
loved as a sovereign and admired as a 
woman. Canadians all owe a debt of grati- 
tndo to the Royal Navy, for while Her 
Majesty's ships guaranteed our shores 
sgainBt invasion, Canadians of all nation- 
filities wero ablo to nnlto all of their energies 
towards the development of tho natural 
rosouroos of tho country. 

Thoro may bo some who will say that) 
Mr. Boausololl did nob mean what ho said. 
Thie is nob either a aharitablo or a sensible 
way of judging a publio speaker. It oannot 
be denied tint what ho said is true, and 
ilnco it Is truo tho presumption is that the 
man who uttorod it was porfeotly sincore. 
Besides Mr. Beitusoleil Is an able and 
in exceedingly intelligent man, and it 
la only rcuBonablo to oonoludo that such a 
man ia quito alive to the advantagos of liv- 
ing nndor tho British flig, He knows that 
a man of Fronoh oxtraotion living in a Brit- 
ish Colony la undor no disabilities whatover. 
Ho is ai free as any man living in Canada. 
AU the avonuos to advancement, public and 
private, are as opon to him as thoy aro to 
any other man in tho Dominion, whatover 
his origin or his roligiou may In. There is 
no public positlou that ho may not aspire 
io. Ib ia no wondor that he is aatietiod with 
his position as a British subject and that ho 



ia ready on a fibbing oooaBion to express his 
satisfaction. The wonder would be if he 
were dissatisfiod, and if he had been so un- 
reasonable and so prejudiced bb to have con- 
tracted a disliko to British institutions. 



" THIS PARTY OF PURITY." 

Although our frionda the Grits aro suoh 
fearful enomits — on paper — of corruption in 
every form, they when they think that any- 
thing worth while is to he gained by bribery 
and corruption do not scruple tc bribe and to 
corrupt. This was provod after tho l»st 
general eleotion. The number of Grits who 
loat tho seats they had been returned for, 
beoause of bribery and corruption at elec- 
tions, was really surprising. And, to prove 
that many of tho eleotions had been gainod 
by corrupt practices, when the by-eleotions 
oamo on a large proportion of tho 
Grit oandidatos were rejactod. ThoBe 
by-elcctiona added groatly to tho Gov- 
ernment's majority. We find now 
that tho Grits did not benefit by the very 
severe Iobsod they were then obliged to 
learn. An election for the Provincial As- 
sembly was hold not long ago in Kingston. 
Tho candldato of tho Mowat Government 
was tho Hon. Mr, Harty, who had been ap- 
pointed Commissioner of Publio Works. 
The Government, aa is natural to suppose, 
strained overy nervo to got their man re- 
turned, and they succeeded. His majority 
was 482, This was a brilliant victory for 
the Grita. But their rejolcingB did not last 
long. The eleotion was protested ogiinsb 
on the ground of bribery. When tho oaso 
oame into court Mr. Harty's counsel, seeing 
that tho evidonco of wholesale bribery 
was sd strong, gavo up tho contoat. 
Thoy voluntarily admitted that corrupt 
practices had been carriod on during tho 
campaign to suoh an extent aa to vitiate tho 
oloction. Horo is tho humiliating confeBBlon 
which Mr. S. H. Blako, Q.C., oonBldorod it 
neooasary to make : 

S. H. Blake, Q.C., counsol for the re- 
spondent, arose to make a statement. He 
said: "While thoro is no personal aharges 
that can be Buatained I think there are other 
charges that oan be proven which would 
vaoato the seat." 

Mr. Justico Osier—" The odmiaaion on 
behalf of the respondent must be oarofully 
framed and must be suoh as to fully justify 
our report, namely, that there Is reaBon to 
bollove thab corrupt practices have pre- 
vailed extensively, and that these corrupt 
praotlcea aro of suoh a nature and of suoh an 
oxtenb that thoy must have affooted the re- 
sult of the eloctlon. If we, and nob the 
counsel, are to be the judges in this case wo 
must have something on which to baao our 
judgment. We must have something to 
show that corrupt practices prevailed of 
suoh a character as to void an election in 
whioh the majority wa9 so large as in the 
present case." 

Mr. Blake — " I will make thab admission 
now thab ib may bo taken down by the 
shorthand writer : We admit thab corrupt 
practicos prevailed extensively at the elec- 
tion, and that thoy were of such a naturo 
and of Buoh an extent as mighb reasonably 
be supposed to have affected the eleotion," 

Thoro were 170 charges of bribory, and 
votos were bought for five dollars apiece 
and upwards. This is how the party of 
purity carry on elections In Ontario. And 
it muat be remembered that the candidate 
to bo elected by such corrupt means waa to 
be a member of a Government that the peo- 
ple of Canada are asked to regard as a model 
of purity in every respsot. To ask people 
to beliove that a Governmenb whoso mem- 
bers are elootod by tho boldeat and most 
barefaoed bribery is spotlessly pure and froo 
from all taint of corruption is, we submit, 
putting altogether too great a strain on their 
charity. Corruption at elections is, we fear, 
an outward and visible sign of corruption in 
many parta of tho body politic. 



prlaea. We wonder if the time will ever 
come when British Columbia min- 
ing project* will bo looked npon 
with favor by British investors. We see 
thab Mr. Clive Phillips Wolley and Mr. W. 
C. Preacott, have through the TimoB, direoted 
the attention of British capitaliata to British 
Columbia's mineral wealth and to tho pro- 
gress that haB been made in developing lb. 
It ia to be hoped thab thoir praiseworthy 
efforts will meet with tho auccesa they so 
well deserve. Who knows bub that before 
vory long fortune will Bmilo onthls province, 
and that those who are so energetically and 
bo pluokily, In tho faco of many discourage- 
ments, proving in a praotioal way thab Us 
mineral resources are rich and varied will 
bo almost if not altogether as successful as 
tho South African pioneers. 



COMPULSORY ARBITRATION. 

A good deal haB boon said about compul- 
sory arbitration, but no one has yet Bhown 
thab it is practical or even possible. The 
Portland Oregonlan ot tho 23rd haa the fol- 
lowing sensible article on tho subject : 

The impossibility of compulsory arbitra- 
tion, or, more properly spoaking, its non- 
existence, as it involves a contradiction of 
tormo, is woll sot out in a recent semi-official 
Btatement of Labor Commissioner Wright. 
He points out that tho aooeptanco of any 
arbitrators' deoision rests with tho parties 
to tho ointrovoray, and, unless both con- 
sonb, tho deoision muBb bo forced upon one 
or both of them. If they conBont, it is Siot 
compulsory, but voluntary, arbitration 
and enforcement is so often impossible that 
it may almost be Bald thoro is no suoh thing 
aa compulsory aibitration. In labor disputes, 
whioh are the only kind in which this 
remedy haa boon proposed, it certainly oan- 
not exist; for, while coercion may bo em- 
ployed againBt oapital, It ia impossible to 
ceorco labor. If a man rofusos to pay cor- 
taln wagea, tbo government can pay 
them out of hia property. That would bo 
tyrannous in many inatance8 ; yet it oan be 
done. Bub If a man. refuses to do certain 
work, tho Government cannot make him do 
ib, and so compulsory arbitration, having a 
hold only on ono side, falls to tho ground. 
Nor can tho Government fix rates of wages, 
except for ita own work, and thon it is 
optional with tho workmon whotbor thoy 
will work for thoBO wagea or not. Dstpotio 
Governments can and do forco men to work 
for fiyed wagea, or for no wogea at all ; but 
those are despotic Governments, and thoir 
methods are impossible in a republio. It la 
a littlo curious thab this difficulty, whioh 
muBb forever prevent this devioe from be- 
coming tho great panacea for labor troubles 
many have professed to see In it, haa boon 
by them so persistently ignores) or pub 
aside. The only explanation ia that ita 
advooatoa, or at loaab many of thorn, have 
had in mind an arbitration in name thab Ib 
in effeob merely a punishment of capital ; an 
essentially socialistic scheme to take from 
htm that hath and give to him that never 
had and never will have. 



A BIO BOOM. 



South Africa ia just now In high favor 
with British capitalists, South African 
mining and other stock la In high request in 
London. Millions of pounds of English 
money have been invested In South Afiioan 
mining ventures. The French and Ger- 
mans, too, have beon making South Africa 
a field of investment Tho way in which 
stockB have approoiated tbero within the 
last few mouths has been somothing sur- 
prising. Wo learn from Bradstreot's, whioh 
is a good authority on auoh subjocts, that 
tho value of tho ahares of a group of South 
African enterprises couBiating of oighh mining 
companies and throe trust or financial 
ooncorns was a few months ago 1 1 , 0;J5, • 
000, These sanio shares are now quotod 
at £25,400,000. This is a great jump 
in ao ahort a time. Tho appreciation haB 
beon £13,023,000, or considerably more than 
100 pur cont. This moans big fortunes for 
lucky speculators. Tho reader will not be Bur 
prisod to learn that in South Africa stupond 
ous fortuncB havo boen mudo. Ono man, who 
rejoicoa in tho name of " Barnoy," who was 
tho other day, eo to speak, as poor as a 
church mouse, has netted §100,000,000. Dr. 
Chauncoy Dopow, who has just roturnod 
from Europe, said to an latorvlowor in Now 
York : 

The exoltomont in South Africa gold 
minoa equals tho wildest speculation in Col- 
orado or California. Both London and Pa- 
ris are orazy. Ono of the beat informed 
bankers of Europe told mo thab 100 men had 
pocketed in cold cash within tho paat year 
§500,000,000 by tho sala of tho stakes or 
ahares of thoso oompanios. The money had 
como from tho confiding British public and 
tho usually oautious French. Forty millions 
of it was won by a man who went to the 
Capo as a juggler In a circus, and is now 
olimbing rapidly tho social ladder. The 
stakes aro constantly rifling in price, and, of 
ooumo, capitalization, and at no distant clay 
tho bubble will burst, scattering ruin mora 
widoly than has boon oxporionced for a gon 
oration. 

"The boom is still on. Very little atten- 
tion ia paid to tho warnings of the oautious. 
Thoy are vory likoly attributed to envy by 
tho successful speculators and thoso who 
havo not boon successful are nob as yot con 
vlnood that large gains for all who havo pub 
their money in " Kaffirs " is an impossl 
billty. Tho boom fovor whilo it is raging 
blinds men to everything thab doos not tell 
in favor of the sucoosa of thoir favorite enter-

Tho two families 
llvod together here and Mrs. BrakeB boing 
unable to write sho enbruBtod all hor corro- 
apondence to Hainoa who thuB gained so 
complete a knowledge of hor family ond 
their affairs that he would have little diffi- 



culty in assuming the character. Brakea 
does not wish to sea or hear of hia wife 
again, bub ia determined to recover the 
custody of tho child.

Y. M. C A. WORK. 

Importance of the Educational Department- 
Its Claims to Special Consideration 
Emphasized, 

ProfosBor Hodgo of New York, a member 
of bho international aommittee, is to bn here 
about Ootober 22 to bring before the mem- 
bera of the local Y.M C.A. and tho general 
public the importance of the eduoational 
work in oonnectlon with tho fourfold work 
of the Y.M.C A. Ib la not generally kcown 
that the evening educational olaosoa are 
growing to large proportions and doing an 
Immonse amount of good to thousands of 
young men who start out in life with a poor 
education and are thuB sadly handicapped 
in competition with their more fortunate 
fellows who can afford to finish their educa- 
tion before having to battle with the 
world. Tho Young Men's Christian 
Association stepa in here (were well organ- 
ized), and offers to young men the opportun- 
ity of improving thomaelvea during the 
evening houra. Last year 22,800 different 
young men were enrolled in Y.M.C.A. 
classes, being an increase of 2,500 over 
previous years. In the Chicago association 
thore are 900 young mon studying 50 dif- 
ferent subjects. Prof. Hodgo will bring a 
oabinot with 500 specimens of work gath- 
ered from tho various associations, comprls 
ing froo hand, mechanical and architcc.ural 
drawing, wood carving, carpentry, black- 
smithing and other subjaotB leading up to 
the occupation of mechanical and eloctrical 
engineering, also seven specimens of olaas 
work in ail forms of oomtnoroial, lltorary, 
Bcientlfio and political subjoota. 

Tho Commorolal Appeal, of Memphis, 
Tenn. , remarking on the exhibit, aaya : " Ib 
was demonstrated vory clearly by Mr. 
Hodge that young men who avail themselves 
of thoao opportunitioa, not only aro babter 
fibted for bhelr work, but can command 
highor salaries. He also demonstrated the 
fact that the percentage of calls for manual 
and sciontifio laborers far exceeded all 
othors."

A correspondent asks the esteemed 
Sun to invent a new term for spinster, 
a word which she says, rightly enough, 
never had any significance in this coun- 
try.

Wha* is the matter with old maid? 
A more exactly descriptivo term never 
was invented than this for tho woman 
whom one would no longer speak of as 
a girl, a term which tho American habit 
extends pretty closely to 80. The re- 
proach in the application of old maid 
lay in the fact, not in tho name. So 
long as the only ambition of women 
was to get a husband tho women who 
got left in the race Wero naturally ob- 
jects of derision. Now that tho opening 
of occupations has mobilized a great 
army of women who prefer to earn good 
livings for themselves and to have lib- 
erty free from responsibility rather than 
to share a crust with any struy man 
who offers it, the reproach will gradu- 
ally disappear. 

An old maid from her own choice 
stands on a very different footing from 
ouo who remains such by tho choice of 
all the men she happens to know. The 
presumption that tho hitter is the case 
is rapidly disappearing from tho indus- 
trial army of American womanhood. 
The woman who is earning $1,200 a 
.year or upward isn't worrying very 
much whether people speak of her as an 
old maid or as a girl bachelor, or even 
spinster, ridiculous as tho latter word 
is. Sho is too busy having fun with 
her salary and wondering how sho shall 
most effectively squelch tho next fellow 
who wants hor to put their two salaries 
together and set up the sawed off horns 
of a family altar in tho first floor front 
of a boarding house. — Brooklyn Eagle. 



A lOsson From the East. 

A writer in Blackwood says of the 
women of Burma that all careers aro 
freely open to them ; that they adopt 
them at will .and pursue them with the 
same measure of success as the men and 
perhaps with a superior degree of dili- 
gence. She inherits her share of tho 
family property and holds it as her own 
after marriage, her husband having no 
control over it nor any legal control over 
hor, a condition not found incompatible 
with domestic, harmony. In fact, it rath- 
er promotes it, taking most of the con- 
ceit out of l ho Burmese man, who is a bet- 
ter husband without it, as the occidental 
one might be if it could in any way bo 
brayed out of him. Sho is a clever shop 
keeper and trader, but that does not 
prevent her from being a good house- 
keeper and bringing up her family in 
the host Burmese maimer. She dresses 
as she likes, according to her occupa- 
tion, and there aro no bishops there to 
criticise her style, and sho shares with 
men in all social and most industrial 
duties. 

There has never, so far as known, 
been any agitation thero on behalf of 
woman's rights, for sho has always had 
them till, nor much complaint of her 
wrongs, its they seem to have no exist- 
ence in that tranquil oriental paradise. 
They are now beginning to ride to and 
from their bazaars on bicycles, and in 
no long time all Somalo Burma bids 
fair to be mounted on castors, without 
a word of popular or domestic dissent. 

Tho oast has yet some lessons for tho 
west, and that which the Burmese 
woman with her employments and priv- 
ileges sots forth is well worthy of. at- 
tention in this division of tho world, 
when her sisterhood find in their situa- 
tion so many things amiss. — New York 
Tribune. 

Mrs. Mcl.endon's Views. 

One of the many brainy women of 
tho south, a power in the suffrage cause 
and a leader in a number of progressive 
and educational movements in tho 
south, is Mrs. McLeudon, tho vice presi- 
dent of the Atlanta Woman's Suffrage 
association. Mrs. McLendon is emi- 
nently fitted to hold this position. Sho 
has all tho qualities of a born leader, 
groat executive ability, tact and energy; 
sho works year in and year out with 
unabated energy, and her activity in 
devising ways and means is tireless. In 
a recent interview sho said: 

"The argument that men do not re- 
spect women who vote will not hold. 
All tho testimony I havo collected in a 
number of states where womon vote 
shows conclusively that wherever par- 
tial or complete suffrage has been 
granted to women thero has been no 
diminution of respect or chivalry in the 
deference men pay to women, Put, on 



tho contrary, tho results in a. number of 
instances go to prove that the. chivalrous 
sentiments of men havo been increased. 
I recall especially the statement of tho 
bright little Kansas woman who de- 
clared that she had never had so many 
courteous salutes or so many seats 
offered her in the street cars its since 
women havo obtained municipal suffrage 
in Kansas. Similar testimony is 
offered everywhere. Personally I (irmly 
believe that the franchise for women 
greatly increases tho respect of the op- 
posite sex. " — Now York Mail and Ex- 
press. 

The Newer Woman. 

After the new woman what? 

Tho inquiry has been suggested by a 
number of things, among them Mrs. 
Potter Palmer's assertion that sho is no 
friend of tho tendency which seems to 
bo making women pushing and aggres- 
sive, while at tho same time it is wiping 
away their essontial traits of womanli- 
ness. Mrs. Palmer is not the first to 
hint at a reaction from the new woman. 
Thero are others of her sisters who have 
foreseen it and already planned to join 
the reactionary movement. 

It seems that there must bo a still 
newer "now woman." And as reactions 
go to extremes there is no knowing to 
what extent of coy and shrinking fem- 
ininity the coming lady may travel. 
After which, of course, the pendulum 
will swing back, and there will bo a yet 
newer woman — the newest woman — 
who will combine all the virtues of both 
preceding classes — an ideal of intellec- 
tual strength and that quality of femi- 
uine "weakness" which is one of the 
strongest traits of tho sex. 

At least this forecast seoms reasona- 
ble. Behold it new subject for intermi- 
nable discussion ! — Chicago Record. 



Post Women at Aix-la-Qhapelle. 
Upon the continent thero are fur 
more openings for women seeking em- 
ployment than thero :uo in this coun- 
try. On most of the railways women 
wearing uniform hats are seen every 
now ami then at little stations, waving 
a flag to signify that all goes well or 
to confirm tbo signals showing that 
thero is danger on the lino. At Aix-la- 
Chapelle, or, as the Germans themselves 
prefer to call it, Aachen, an entirely 
now departure has now been made. 
Women postmen havo been appointed in 
place of tho men, who havo been dis- 
charged. The reason of this is, of 
course, that women's labor is tho 
cheaper. The new "post women" wear 
ablackskirt, a yellow holt and a little 
glazed hat with a yellow ribbon. They

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THE KOOTENAY EXCURSION 

Hade the Subject of a Report to the 
iBoard of Trade 
Yesterday. 



A Keceptiou Proposed in Honor 
the Visit of Henry M. 
Stauley, M.P. 



of 



At a special moating of the Board of 
Trade Council yeatorday, at which Vice- 
President Guatav Leiser prealdod, the sec- 
retary read and presented the report of tho 
board's delegates on tho Kootenay excur- 
sion ; und Henry M. Stanley's approaohing 
visit to Victoria was made the topic of u 
brief debate. In the lattor concoction it 
wqb stated that the famous explorer, and 
now u membor of tho Imporial House of 
Commons, would probably spend some days 
in the city, and It was ultimately decided 
that tho president of the board bo requested 
to take action in oonoort with tho Alayor 
and city council, and tho city's representa- 
tives in the local and Dominion parliameute, 
in preparing for a suitable welcome. 

Tho 'board, through tho oounoil, gave oro- 
• ful considerati on to a memorial addressed 
by tho Rsvelstoko Board of Trade to tho 
Minister of Publio Works, protesting 
against, the erection of low cloBod bridge on 
the C P R at that place bb a sorious monaoe 
to navigation and oaloulated to rotard tho 
development of tho tributary country. Tho 
Vieto.-in board was asked to endorse tho 
memorial, and aftor discussion it was do 
cided to do so, tho aocretary being instruct- 
ed to telegraph to Ottawa supporting the 
argument of tho Kovolstoko body and the 
prayer of their petition. 

The other business of tho Bession was 
chioBy in connection with tho report of the 
Kootenay trip, which was aa follows : 
" To the Council of the British Columbia 
Hoard of Trade, Victoria, D. C: 
" Gentlemen,— Tho delegation from this 
Board having returned from their visit to 
West Kootenay, desire to bring to your 
notice the many courtesies that have been 
extended to them during their absonco from 
Victoria. 

" Tne excellent arrangements made by tho 
Canadian Pacific railway for our comfort 
and plans for uoeing the country and mining 
interests in the limited time, were all that 
could bo desired ; and in this connection we 
would especially emphasize our appreciation 
of the attentions reoeived from Mr. Wni. 
Brown, assistant general freight agent, who 
acoornpanled ub, and whose genial manner 
contributed so much to our onjoyment. To 
Mr. W. J. McDonnell, contracting freight 
agent, we are alBO indebted for much vain 
able information beariDg upon freight mat 
ters. By the kindness of Mr. D. Guthrie, 
contractor of the KaBlo & Slocan railway, 
the delegation waB honored in being tho 
firBt party of excursionists to travel over 
that line as far as then laid. The attentions 
received on tho Columbia & KooteD^y Steam 
Navigation Company's Bteamer " Nakusp " 
will be learned upon perusal of the accom- 
panying copy of a resolution unanimously 
adopted whilst on board the vessel. 

"At Nelson we were banquetted by the 
South Kootenay board of trade, and the 
speeches delivered on that occasion indioated 
a general desire that the Kootenay trade 
should be, as far aa possible, kept within the 
province. Mr. George A. Bigelow, secre- 
tary of the board, was indefatigable in his 
attentions ; he escorted us to the miuea and 
imparted general information aa entertain- 
ing in delivery as instructive in character. 
The citizenB of Kaslo, headed by Mayor 
Keene, gave the delegates a very hearty wel- 
come to that city. It would be invidious to 
state separately the individual kindnessess 
and courtesies received at the various mines 
visited ; in every instance the fullest infor- 
mation was oheerfully given and opportunity 
afforded to thoroughly inspect tho proper- 
ties ; the exceedingly cordial hospitality- 
food and shelter — extended at tlmos whon 
the weather was unfavorable, will be long 
rememberod in pleasant reminiscences of a 
two weeks tour through West Kootenay." 

Attached to this roport was a copy of tho 
resolution of tbanka to the president and 
directors of the C. & K. Navigation com- 
pany and to Capt. Gore and his officers of 
the steamer Kaslo — aa well as a aketoh map 
of Kootenay forwardod by Mr. J. H. Gray, 
the route of the party being marked in rod. 

The report with the accompanying docu- 
ments and the memorandum of statistics ob- 
tained by Secretary Elworthy were ordered 
to be prepared for printing in the annual ro- 
port and a vote of thanks to transportation 
companiea.publlc bodies and private oitlz3na 
who had by their efforts contributed to the 
pleasure and the auccoaa of tho trip, was 
unanimously adopted.

New Additions to the Literature In the Pub- 
lic Lending- Library. 

Tho now books purchased from Mudie'a for 
the public library will make a weloomo ad- 
dition to that worthy but somewhat neg- 
lected institution. There are now some- 
thing over 7,000 books on tho shelves, bnt 
many are almost worn out by a long hfo of 
uatfuloeos. Tlio now bookH have boen on 
thu whole vory wall chosen, Mr. Goward, 
the librarian, seeking to got works that 
would bo beat tultod to a public lending 
library, having regard to the difference ia 
taste of various people, and also to tho no 
cessity of providing good, healthy litoraturo 
for tho young. Fact, fiction, history and 
science aro all Included, and an attempt has 
been malo to aooure good standard works, 
such as all libraries should poetess, Hux- 
ioy'a Sourcs of Eduoition, Adam 
Smith'a Wealth of Nations, Goldwin 
Smith's Omda and tho Canadian Question, 
McCarthy's History of Our Own Times, and 
Dilkh'd Greaior Britain aro among tho more 
solid books ; while Dickons, B»rrio, Black- 
moro, Clurlotte Bronte, George Maedonald, 
Marion Crawford, Bie i Harte, and others 
nf the best known novelists aro represented. 
Tha hoys have not boen forgotten, for 
Kingston's and Ballantyne's and other boys' 
bookB aro among tho assortment, andbesldoa 
there aro a number of booka by Riv J. G, 
Woods and others, specially designed to give 
young people an insight into tho objects 
they commonly coma across in their walks, 
such aa wild flowora and birds.

THE COURTS, 

Decision Reserved In tho Case Against Sequah 
— Writ Issued Against tho 
/ E. Bi Marvin. 

The appeal caBO of the British Columbia 
Medical Council aguinat W. G. Birnosfield 
was argued before Mr. Justice Creaso yes- 
terday. Some time ago tho council brought 
an actiou against Bamesfield, otherwise 
known as Sequah, charging him with an in- 
fringement of the medical act by practising 
modicine without boing regiatorod. The 
police magistrate decided that Sequah had 
not pr ictlsed modicine, but had only sold 
his remedies without diagnosing cases. The 
medical counoll wishing to appeal, tho ma- 
gistrate conaonted to submit a case stated 
to a higher court, and it was this caso whioli 
was argued yesterday, Mr. A. K. McPhil- 
llpc uppearing for the medical council ; Mr. 
Prank Higgins for Sequah. 

Mr. McPhillips argued that defendant in 
applying certain oils and administering cor- 
t »in medicines, and bIbo advising one Thomaa 
Brown how to apply certain medicines, was 
In reality praotiaing medioino. 

Mr. Higgins, for the defanco. argued that 
to bring Sequah undor the purview of the 
act it must be shown that ho diagnosed oom- 
plaints. His method of selling the medi- 
cines waa simply to puff them and to give 
exhibitions of their ellioacy. 

Decision waa resorved. 

Acting for tho Crown, Messrs. Davie, 
Pooley & Luxton yeatorday had a writ 
iaauea against tho Bchooner K. B, Marvin, 
for tho oondemnation and confiscation to the 
Crown of ship and oargo for violating tho 
Bahring Sea award aob of 1894.

The Sale of This Year's Wheat— The Prln 
clpal Features of Trade. 

New wheat haa probably attracted mcro 
attention in tho city market this week than 
any other product. Tho aalo baa boen good 
and Borne idea of tho pricoB can be gloaned 
when it ia Btatod that it brings from S'25 to 
S'27pcrb>n at wholesale. Thoro is a largo 
variety of flours ia the market, tho latest 
additiona being those of tho Eoderby mills.

The salo of tho latter is always good and as 
tho supply has considerably improved 
Iitterly their prioe has dropped from SI to 
SO cents. Gamo tiaa beon coming in lately, 
notably deer.

Jlrs. Johnston's Methods. 

Mrs. Ellen C. Johnston, the superin- 
tendent for 13 years of tho Reformatory 
Prison For Women at Sherborn, Mass. , 
to whoso individual character much of 
tho success of this unique and famous 
institution, is due, says: "I have made 
it a rulo ever since I ciiuie to the prison 
to know none of the women's histories. 
Of course a clerk keeps a record for tho 
government, but I do not see it, nor do 
I allow any one ever to ask for what the 
inmates are confined. Sometimes the 
women tell their stories to mo, but I do 
not encourage it, unless lean help them 
in some definite way. I want them to 
feel that as scon as they enter these 
doors the curtain falls on their past life, 
with all its shortcomings, and here be- 
gins a new one. 1 believe that nothing 
is so likely to help these unfortunate 
lives as tho realization that there is still 
a ray of hope for them to take up the 
broken thread of existence, and that the 
past is really gone. ' ' 

Tho Sleeve Growing Smaller. 
Gowns seen at midsummer social 
functions in Paris indicate a coming 
chango in sleeves, yet it is by no means 
prophesied that the largo sleovo will be 
entirely displaced. There are, however, 
always a few women who desire to be 
unliko tho multitude, and who are eager 
for novelty, and nothing could attract- 
all oyes now more than to see a woman 
in tightly fitting sleeves. Those worn 
aro relieved by ruffles falling from the 
shoulders and by pull's and ruffles at 
tho elbows.

Tho liquid in which tho cabbages 
and meat aro boiled is immediately 
availablo for soup, with the addition of 
a little butter and fried bread or crou- 
tons.

A model dress for business women 
presented at tho private dress session of 
a recent woman's council has a skirt of 
fashionablo cut, with the approved 
number of gores in tho back, a simple 
vest with a breast pocket, and a cutaway 
coat with a French back. The coat con- 
tains seven pockets. Tho dress skirt, 
which is of tho usual walking length, 
has two. The skirt is so arranged that it 
can quickly be adjusted for a rainy day 
dress without changing its "hang" or 
making the figure look either awkward 
or unusual. By such adjustment the 
hands aro left free, and one dees not 
havo to struggle with soveral handfuls 
of dress, umbrella, and packages.

Prince Pak Is Now More Than Eyer 
VVauted at the Korean 
Capital. 

Tlioufjh the Stauucb. Friend of Japan 
Hla Conntry Names Him 
Traitor. 

Standing out in sharp contrast with tho 
official announcement that Japan has re- 
gained the practical control of Korean af- 
fairs is the announcement oontainod in tele- 
grams from Seoul to the Anglo-Chinese 
proas— to the effect that tho Korean cabinet 
has decided to pardon all prisoners with the 
exception of those who are charged with 
treason or ordinary orimes ugainst the state ; 
that tho Ming. family haB bson specially par- 
doned en bloc and restored to power ; and 
that a pries haB lnon sob on tho hoad of 
Prince Pak-yong-ho, Korea's ex-promior and 
Japan's warmest friond in the hermit king- 
dom, who is now an exile in America. 

Tho Prince, it will hs remembered, ar- 
rived here by the Empress of Japan in early 
August, having fled from tho Korean capital 
just in time to savo his head. Ho wus 
hoping that through the intercession of Jap- 
an tho ban upon his return might 
be liftod — and intimated as much 
whon he was here — bub eulnequont 
events would indioato that ho has oirhor 
overestimated Japan's influenoe at the Ko- 
rean court or her regard for himself. 

Ib was during a ten yoara' onforcod resi- 
dence in Japan that Prince Pak of Korea 
beounio a lover of the Japanese ; and it waK 
his fondness for all things Japanese that got 
him into trouble on his coming oub of exile 
to assume tho duties of homo minister at his 
nativo capital. Everything ran smoothly 
for a time, and reforms having their origin 
in Japan wero introduced in quick succes- 
sion. Then it was whispered into tho ear of 
the Queen that Pak with Japan's aid might 
even rulBe his eyes to the throne — and tho 
prince's fate was soalod. 

Then the report was freely circulated that 
Pak yong ho had been laying a trap for Rus- 
sia in the interest of Japan, and the Queen 
again securing the reins of government im- 
mediately deoided upon a policy essentially 
pro- Russian and anti-Japanese, in whioh the 
home minister could havo no part., For 
diplomacy's sako ho mado a pretence of 
roundly abusing the Japanese, and made 
overtures of friendship to tho Russian 
oharge d'affaires. Tho latter, however, 
avoided what he and all others in Seoul took 
to be a Japanese trap, A little later, as a 
result of tho Ming party having gained the 
nscendenoy, it .was determined that Prince 
Pak should bo relieved of cilice, and his ar- 
rest was also ordered on a charge of treason. 
Prince Pak, however, immediately fled from 
tho capital to Chemulpo, taking refugo in a 
Japanese house there It wub expeottd that 
ho would Ioavo Chemulpo for Japan thoBamo 
night, and every avenue cf escape waB 
closely guarded. Ho remained in concoal 
ment for a week, however, and on the ex 
piration of that period was enabled with tho 
aid of Japanese friends to gain the deck of 
tho Empress, where his immediate troubles 
were at an end.

REPORTS DIFFER. 

Statements of Two Captains Concerning the 
Seizure of the Sealer " Beatrice.'' 

Capt. L. Olson, of the seized sealer Bea- 
trice, of Vancouver, flatly controdictB the 
official reporb of Capb. Hooper, of bhe U. S. 
revenue outber Rush, published in yeater- 
day's^CoLONiST. In the first place, Capt. 
Olson says Capt. Hooper did nob board his 
vobboI, and in the second, the schooner when 
seized was nob inside the prohibited zone as 
Btated, bub in Lab. 55° 1* N., and Long. 168° 
55' W., which left the vesBel twenty miles 
south of the limit. Ab 7 o'olock 
on the morning of August 20, Capt. Olsen 
states the second and third lieutenants 
of tho Rush came aboard his vessel, remain- 
ing until 6 o'olock in the evening. They 
overhauled every skin he had anci on find- 
ing two thoy thought to bo auspioioua they 
sent bhom aboard the RuBh for Captain 
Hooper's inspection. Tho latter roturned 
them Bealed. Captain Olaon protested against 
tho proceeding, and in tho evening gavo tho 
two licutenunts an objectleBson which he con- 
sidered they wero badly in m ed of. Between 
5 an^ G o'elcek 55 eoa! were takf.n abuard 
• he Beatrico, and of that number 13 proved 
bdmirable specimens for the lesson. Out of 
the blubber of ono, bearing no outsido marks, 
were taken two buck shot. Tho others of 
the 13 also bore no mark on thoir pelts, but 
wero shown by Captain Olsen to have been 
killed in various wayB. Some of thoeo 
marks migh' have resulted from tho Bpearlng 
of tho seal in tho flipper or in the 
eye. Another way in which the skin 
may not bo injured Ib the striking of the seal 
in the belly, whore the hole can bo disguised 
in the skinning operation. The seizing of 
tho Beatrice, howovor, was nob for the al- 
legod use of fire arms but for a violation of 
article 5 of tho Behring sea regulations. 
Tho skins from tho Beatrico whioh had 
been Bealed were examined by the captain in 
chorge of H. M. S. PheaBant at Ounalaska 
and the soai being there broken.
